The fact 
that the die breaks indicate ea well advanced state of the die, should preclude 
the possibility of it being an intermediate state between reverse 26 and 27. 
I'm beginning to vaguely recall en instance where we thought that we hed found 
an intermediate state between 26 and 27, . Could it have been this die?

Dear Dick: 


The 1776 Continental Dollar 1-C you sent to me weighs about 
269 grains and has a specific gravity of about 7.1. There is marked 
on its envelope A-4373 with a question mark and you sent with it an 
ANACS certificate with the same number (A-4373) stating on March 10, 
1976 that no opinion is given as to the genuineness of the coin. 


I examined A-4373 and rendered an opinion on January 23, 
1976 that it was false. I wrote that the surface was much brighter 
than normal pieces, the coin had bad edge areas, the weight was 267.5 
grains, and the reverse was 30 degrees offset clockwise if the coin was 
turned on its vertical axis. Because of differences I am having ANACS 
send me a picture of A-4373 to sea if that was the same coin as the one 
you just sent to me, The coin you sent me is very dark in toning, has 
two large dents under the space between TA of CONTINENTAL (thus easily 
identified), the reverse is only about 15 degrees offset clockwise if 
turned on its vertical axis, the edge design is missing next to INEN 
and this might be the sprue area. It is filed diagonally where the 
edge design is missing. It seems as if we could have two different 
coins involved. 


In your coin I am not concerned about the raised lumps in the 
field next to 77, a rough area around the lower end of the L, a raised 
lump to the right of A and a tiny raised lump between the rings under 
the second $ of BUSINESS, These could be explained by hot striking of 
tin or tin pest. 


The damage caused to your coin by forcing it into the holder 
did not damage the area where the edge design is missing, but this is 
a bad indication and will arcuse further suspicion. There are just too 
many things wrong with your piece for me to give it a clearance even 
though it may be genuine. There may have been some switching which 
your client doesn't know about, so why not ask him who submitted the 
coin to ANACS or when your client bought the coin and from whom, etc. 


I'll let you know when I learn if A-4373 is or is not your coin.

This presumed prima facie that a contemporary counterfeit 
would not be altered at the time of its circulation. Now 

I am unsure of this presumption, especially in light of the 
fact that notes (alllbeled "counterfeit! Haye tubried up in 

low grades, having seen much use. 


There have been three Three Pound notes, including mine, 
offered in recent years at public auction. These are: 


Pine Tree Sales, May 22, 1976, lot 1454 
NASCA, January 21-22, 1977, 1lot1839 (now owned by R. Vlack, 
NASCA, June 26-29, 1978, lot 472 (mine) [ Believe) 


The style and signatures of all three of these suggest, but 

do not prove, a common source. Furthermore, I just catalogued 
for Len Glazer a Five Pound Note of this act, which had the 
same style as these three, but the word "Counterfeit" bleached 
cout Or tne text. -.I do not have the note or a photo available, 
but now it appears that this has been done in the same fashion 
with the Three Pound note, the second one mentioned above. 

I cannot verify this without actually seeing Bob's note, but 
the picture surely reminds me of the Five Pounder.

Lastly I have examined some photographs of 1748 notes 

with E. Moseley's signature, and find that they are also 

quite different from the 1722's and 1729's. Note especially 
the top stroke of the "HE"... Of course we're talking apout 

notes signed as many as 26 years apart, and when I look at 

my Signatures on last year's checks they already look different 
than those of mine today. 


Hence I would be surprised if you could come up with 
conclusive reasoning that my note is genuine. However, 
thanks in Sidvance for looking 2% -it forme, and I will look 
forward to your comments and the photostatic copies.
